not necessarily mean an increase in taxes, The Standard would 
quote a certain famous general who told the Germans “Nuts!” 
Apparently 
our 
friends

shadows of the Capitol at Jeff City have read “Mein Kam pf” 
and endorse the theory if you tell it big enough and often 
enough the people will believe it. 
The Standard hastens to add that it has no intention of 
labeling our recent visitors as disciples of Annanias, simply that 
what they said was misleading, to say the least, and even the 
most moronic of our citizens who can add two and two and get 
four can figure it out for themselves. 
The Tax Commissioners, in open meeting at Benton de­ 
clared solemnly and without cracking a smile that raising the 
property valuation did not of necessity mean the people’s taxes 
would also be hiked. In fact they publicly declared that the 
county courts and other tax levying bodies could “compensate” 
for the increase in valuations by lowering the tax rate and, as 
one commissioner put it, “if they won’t play ball with you 
you can kick ’em out and get somebody in that will.” 
Well let’s take a look: 
In the first place the county court has no jurisdiction over 
a lot of things the taxpayers have to dig down for. That seven 
cents on every $100 going to the state is still going to be seven 
cents on ever hundred regardless of the valuation and the higher 
the valuation the bigger the sum total for the state. That dime 
per $100 for the health center is also fixed by law and its going 
to be a dime on every hundred, no m atter what the valuation. 
The county court says its budget will have to be $195,490.19 
at the minimum to run the county’s affairs. Bearing in mind 
that the tax payer is going to have to pay that seven cents and 
that dime on top of the county budget, there is only one 
answer, YOU are going to pay more taxes on account of the 
increased valuation regardless of the declarations of the state 
men. 
Here are some estimated figures from YOUR county assess­ 
or’s office. 
Roughly the valuation in the county was $24,000,000 for 
1954 tax purposes. The county rate was 50 cents per $100 which 
meant the tax payer was expected to fork over approxim ately 
$120,000 in taxes. In addition the state got seven cents on every 
$100 and the health center a dime, or 17 cents in all making an 
additional sum of $60,800.00. 
This year county authorities anticipate that, under the a r­ 
bitrary ruling of the State Tax Commission the county valua­ 
tion will go to $30,000,000, so what do we have? 
First the tax payer will still have to pay that budget of 
$195,490.19 and, in addition that 17 cents on every $100 which, 
this year would amount to somewhere in the neighborhood of 
25% more than 1954 based on the increased valuation. But that 
is not all, according to the authorities, of the adjustm ent that 
will be necessary. Part of that budget total comes from moneys 
received from the railroads and utilities and it is expected those 
moneys, under an increased valuation of non-utility property, 
will be less so they will have to be made up elsewhere and 
that “elsew here” is no place but in the taxpayers’ pooketbooks. 
Som ewhat of the same situation occurs with every tax 
levying body. It takes a certain amount to be raised by taxes 
exclusive of the levies fixed by law and prior vote of the people 
and the county courts have no authority to reduce any levy 
previously voted by the people for any specific purpose. The 
county court and the school board may reduce its levy AFTER 
it is voted and BEFORE the tax books arc made up, according 
to a ruling from the attorney general’s office but, we would 
remind you that the reduction in rate is not going to reduce 
YOUR tax money. You are still going to dig up that budget; 
You arc still going to pay an increased am ount to the state and 
a likewise increased amount for the health center. 
In other words, despite the bland assertions of the Com­ 
missioners, YOU are going to pay more taxes as a result of 
this arb itrary increase and, unless the Commission’s action is 
nullified by Legislative action, there’s nothing you, or your 
county court, or your school board can do about it. 
Just paste this little memo in your hat: you don’t pay a 
levy; you pay a tax dollar and regardless of the tax rate you are 
still going to pay that tax dollar. In the case of the state and 
the health center its based on the valuation and goes up or 
down with the increase or decrease in valuation; for your county 
budget it is based on a rate figured by the county court and 
regardless of what rate it fixes you will still be called on to 
produce so many dollars.

Six Points Laid Down 
In President's Pledge 
To Prime M inisters 


WASHINGTON UP — President 
Eisenhower told A m erica’s Euro­ 
pean allies today the United States 
will maintain its “ fair share’’ of 
military forces in Europe so long 
as there is a threat to the area. 
The pledge was given in a m es­ 
sage from the President to t h e 
prime ministers of seven European 
nations which are setting up a 
“ Western European Union” to in­ 
clude a rearmed West Germany. 
T h e s e 
nations 
are 
Britain, 
France, West Germ any, Belgium. 
Italy, Luxembourg and the Nether­ 
lands. 
Designed to Dispel 
The message is designed to dis­ 
pel any fears in F ran ce or other 
countries that once G erm an pow’er 
is added to that of other Western 
nations the United States wrould 
pull out of Europe. It is also de­ 
signed to spell out U.S. policy on 
cooperation with the North Atlantic 
Alliance. 
Technically, 
t h e 
President’s 
pledge was conditional upon the 
actual formation of the Western 
European Union 
He laid down six points which he 
said he wfas “glad to affirm” will 
be United States policy when the 
Western European union arrange­ 
ments have been ratified: 
1 To continue active in the north 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
consult with NATO mem bers on 
such matters as “ the level of forc­ 
es" from NATO countries to bo put 
under the European Allied Com­ 
mand.

The Tax Commissioners, in open m eeting at Benton de­ 
clared solem nly and w ithout cracking a sm ile th at raising the 
property valuation did not of necessity m ean the people’s taxes 
would also be hiked. In fact they publicly declared that the 
county courts and other tax levying bodies could “com pensate” 
for the increase in valuations by lowering the tax rate and, as 
one com m issioner put it, “if they w on’t play ball w ith you 
you can kick ’em out and get somebody in th at w ill.” 
Well let’s take a look: 
In the first place the county court has no jurisdiction over 
a lot of things the taxpayers have to dig dow n for. T hat seven 
cents on every $100 going to the state is still going to be seven 
cents on ever hundred regardless of the valuation and the higher 
the valuation the bigger the sum total for the state. T hat dim e 
per $100 for the health center is also fixed by law and its going 
to be a dim e on every hundred, no m atter w hat the valuation. 
The county court says its budget will have to be $195,490.19 
at the m inim um to run the county’s affairs. B earing in m ind 
that the tax payer is going to have to pay that seven cents and 
th at dim e on top of the county budget, there is only one 
answ er, YOU are going to pay more taxes on account of the 
increased valuation regardless of the declarations of the state 
men. 
H ere are some estim ated figures from YOUR county assess­ 
or’s office. 
Roughly the valuation in the county was $24,000,000 for 
1954 tax purposes. The county rate was 50 cents per $100 w hich 
m eant the tax payer was expected to fork over approxim ately 
$120,000 in taxes. In addition the state got seven cents on every 
$100 and the health center a dim e, or 17 cents in all m aking an 
additional sum of $60,800.00. 
This year county authorities anticipate that, under the a r­ 
bitrary ruling of the State Tax Commission the county v alu a­ 
tion will go to $30,000,000, so w hat do we have? 
First the tax payer will still have to pay that budget of 
$195,490.19 and, in addition th at 17 cents on every $100 which, 
this year w’ould am ount to som ew here in the neighborhood of 
25% m ore than 1954 based on the increased valuation. But that 
is not all, according to the authorities, of the adjustm ent that 
will be necessary. P art of that budget total comes from moneys 
received from the railroads and utilities and it is expected those 
moneys, under an increased valuation of non-utility property, 
w ill be less so they will have to be m ade up elsew here and 
that “elsew here” is no place but in the tax p ay ers’ pocketbooks. 
Som ew hat of the sam e situation occurs w ith every tax 
levying body. It takes a certain am ount to be raised by taxes 
exclusive of the levies fixed by law and prior vote of the people 
and the county courts have no authority to reduce any levy 
previously voted by the people for any specific purpose. The 
county court and the school board m ay reduce its levy AFTER 
it is voted and BEFORE the tax books are m ade up, according 
to a ruling from the attorney general’s office but, we w’ould 
rem ind you th at the reduction in rate is not going to reduce 
YOUR tax money. You are still going to dig up th at budget; 
You arc still going to pay an increased am ount to th e state and 
a likew ise increased am ount for the health center. 
In other w ords, despite the bland assertions of the Com ­ 
m issioners, YOU are going to pay m ore taxes as a result of 
this arb itrary increase and, unless the Com m ission’s action is 
nullified by Legislative action, th ere’s nothing you, or your 
county court, or your school board can do about it. 
Ju st paste this little mem o in your hat: you don’t pay a 
levy; you pay a tax dollar and regardless of the tax ra te you are 
still going to pay th at tax dollar. In the ease of the state and 
the health center its based on the valuation and goes up or 
down w ith the increase or decrease in valuation; for your county 
budget it is based on a rate figured by the county court and 
regardless of w hat rate it fixes you will still be called on to 
produce so m any dollars.

61 Feet at Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (/P) — The w orst 
Ohio R iver flood since 1948 crest­ 
ed at 61 feet a t C incinnati today 
and moved into the Indiana-K en- 
tueky area.

Somehow or othei the plaintive 
wails and crocodile tears of the 
dairy combine fail to rouse any 
tempest of resentment within us 
against the use of filled milk pro­ 
ducts by consumers who prefer it 
to whole milk. 
From our viewpoint it is clear­ 
ly evidenced that the current up­ 
roar created and fanned by the 
dairy interests is due so le ly to the 
fact they would eliminate compe­ 
tition and any grade school pupil 
knows what the elimination of 
competition means—a wide open 
field for any interest to skyrocket 
prices on the basis of take it at 
our term s or do without. 
Ju st why are the dairy Interests 
so concerned? Here we have a 
picture of an organization attem p­ 
ting to jam through legislation to 
force the consumer to buy whole 
milk 
products 
regardless 
of 
whether the consumer wants it or 
not. 
To The Standard it looks like a 
brazen attempt to interfere with 
private enterprise and to throttle 
one industry so another may grow 
richer and bigger. 
What is filled milk that causes 
the dairy interests to froth at the 
mouth? Filled milk is simply milk 
with the 
natural 
butterfat e x ­ 
tracted and vegetable oils and vi­ 
tamins added. It is marketed in 
fluid form and as frozen desserts. 
In m arketable form filled milk 
products are made of about 94 
percent milk products and six per­ 
cent vegetable fats. 
Doesn’t look like the dairy in­ 
terests are in a tenable position 
when 94 percent of their product 
is used in a commodity and only 
six percent of another product. 
Could it be they see a handwriting 
on the wall and know the day may 
be coming when they will have to 
pay the producer more for milk? 
Does the fact the filled milked 
m anufacturers pay 
the 
farmer 
more than they do have any bear­ 
ing on the present furor and agita­ 
tion for a law to put the filled 
milk products m anufacturers out 
of business? 
Take the case of Milnot. Public­ 
ity it has asserted “ we consistently 
pay the dairy farm er more for his I 
milk than do our competitors— 
an average of 21 cents per hun-j 
dred more for whole milk than 
the average of our competitors— 
Carnation. Pet and 
MFA 
Prol 
ducers Creamery Co." Milnot al$o 
declares that since it becan buying 
whole milk in southwest Missouri 


milk production has gone up 23 
percent. 
Milk and ice cream companies, 
The Standard believes, are con­ 
ducting the same sort of unfair 
fight against filled milk products 
as the dairy industry waged a- 
gainst margerine. This attack on 
filled milk products is sim ply an 
attempt to tell the consumer he 
may not have access to the pro­ 
duct even if the consumer really 
j prefers it.

JEFFERSON CITY Uf) — Mem-] 
bers of the Slate Highway Com­ 
mission or the University of Mis­ 
souri Board of Curators would be 
barred from paid lobbyist activi­ 
ties under provisions of a new bill 
introduced in the Missouri House 
Wednesday. 
It was offered by Rep. A. Clif­ 
ford Jones (R) of St. Louis County. 
He recently criticized A. D. Sap- 
pington, Fred V. Heinkel and Ran­ 
dall R. Kitt for holding top state 
positions and at the same time 
acting for private interests before 
the Legislature. 
Commission Member 
Sapplngton is a member of the 
Highway Commission and at the 
sam e tim e is legal counsel for the 
Missouri Farmers Assn. at Colum­ 
bia. He appears for or against 
many bills in the latter .iob. 
Heinkel is president of FMA and 
also is a member of the University 
of Missouri Board of Curators. 
Frequently, the MFA supports leg­ 
islation that does not agree with 
some university policies. 
Kitt, a ChiUicothe lawyer and 
attorney for the Missouri Bankers’ 
Assn., is a member of the Board 
of Curators, too. He represents the 
bankers frequently before the Leg­ 
islature. 
Under the trems of Jones’ bill 
each one would have to refrain 
from any lobbying activities or for­ 
feit his position on the state boards. 
Other new bills offered today 
would: 
Let counties and the university 
school of agriculture set up model 
farms, to be operated by an in­ 
dividual for the education of farm­ 
ers in the area.

have been laid out, but not started, 
elementary and high school courses 
have been approved but are not 
yet under w’ay; security measures 
have been tightened but are not 
yet up to recommendations. 
Progress Report 
That was the pattern of a prog­ 
ress report to Gov. Phil M. Don­ 
nelly Wednesday by his penal ad­ 
viser, Curtis Brostron of St. Louis 
It added up to this: 
A start has been made on mod 
ernizing the Missouri penal sys­ 
tem. But it has a long way to go. 
And much of the work will have 
to wait until the Legislature ap­ 
propriates the money for more 
guards, new buildings, reorganiz­ 
ing the prison industries, and so 
on. 
Brostron said many of the broad 
recommendations of the Truman 
Penal Survey Commission are be­ 
ing put into effect gradually but 
the work has been slowed by a lack 
of funds and personnel. 
For example, everyone who has 
studied the problem has agreed the 
main penitentiary is far too big to 
be a good prison or a secure one. 
Brostron reported about 300 in­ 
mates could be transferred to the 
prison’s church farm west of Je ff-1 
erson City and perhaps 200 or 300 
more to sawmills, 
reforestation 
and conservation crews. 
But that must wait until the pris­ 
on gets more guards and a better 
classification system to screen the 
inmates. A classification team, to 
meet recommendations, w o u l d 
need a psychiatrist, a psychologist, 
a social service worker, the chap­ 
lains and administrative personnel. 
And. Brostron said, even if the 
main penitentiary’s 2,700 popula­ 
tion could be cut by 300 to 500 in­ 
mates, the total would still be far 
more than penologists recommend.

He 
suggested 
further 
study 
should be given to setting up a me­ 
dium 
security 
institution 
some­ 
where else in the state to handle 
800 to 1.000 prisoners. That would 
take big money, too. 
Donnelly said the progress report 
would be followed by others from 
time to time as the work goes for­ 
ward.

a recent report on future prospects 
of Missouri’s deer management 
program. 
"A ‘fatal’ mistake that virtual­ 
ly all big deer state’s have made 
is to try to carry deer herds at the 
maximum carrying capacity of the 
range,’ Steen said. “ Two undesir­ 
able things happen when this is the 
case: too many deer are lost to 
causes other than the legal harvest, 
and the herds inevitably go out of 
control, exceed the capacity of 


their range and damage is done 
that may take decades to cure." 
Even more important Steen feels 
that Missouri agriculture must be 
taken into account and that in 
many places in the state agricul­ 
ture will fix the limitations on 
Missouri’s deer. Deer pressure on 
agricultural lands puts limits on 
the herd unusually well below the 
total carrying capacity of t h e 
range, he said. 
Pointing out that some areas 
have already become trouble spots, 
he said: “ By past seasons and lib­ 
eral harvests we have accomplish­ 
ed 
satisfactory 
adjustments 
in 
problem areas, and reduced pres­ 
sure on agricultural crops. 
“ Deer are making substantial 
gains state-wide and the rate of 
gain increases each year, yet hunt­ 
ing pressure is low and gaining 
only slowly. We are more con­ 
cerned about our ability to stay a- 
head of the deer state-wide, than 
any other current deer problem. I 
believe we can logically anticipate 
further liberlization of deer hunt­ 
ing and the Fish and Game Divi­ 
sion will make such recommenda­ 
tions if present trends continue."

The early days of the journey 
toward the Rockies were enjoy­ 
able,, since spring was just break­ 
ing across the prairie.

I am one of these ra.sh and u n ­ 
inhibited folks who come right out 
in so many words and adm it that 
rhubarb is a boon. I find it a w el­ 
come introduction to soring, after 
a tough winter, and a symbol. 
This Sunday Supplem ent a rti­ 
cle goes to fine details, and might 
frighten away a possible e n th u ­ 
siast, m aking him think growing 
rhubarb was too much work, too 
intricate a job, and calling for in­ 
dustry beyond the expectable re­ 
turn. This is not quite so. R h u ­ 
barb is a tough bird, and once es­ 
tablished it hangs on. To coin an 
expression, it is a great feeder, 
and if you provide it w’ith the 
proper incentive it will thrust it­ 
self up in the w arm ing morning 
to gladden all hearts. 
I can see how rhubarb makes 
a suitable topic for a paean such 
as this, but I don’t think the cul­ 
tural facts relating to its produc­ 
tion call for literary effort by the 
more 
prosaic 
farm 
editor. 
He 
should confine himself to rust on 
oats, how’ to dc-sucker sweet corn, 
hybridization of okra, and things 
like that. Growing rhubarb is too 
simple. In fact, growing rhubarb 
is a m atter of standing back and 
letting it grow. Except for horse­ 
radish, burdocks, and bamboo, I 
know of nothing quite so easy. 
Long years 
ago 
the 
rhubarb 
patch here w’as located in the lee 
of the big barn, down hill. This 
location was ideal, for reasons of 
drainage, and the rhubarb came 
quickly in the spring and grew to 
enormous size. One year they d e­ 
cided to fence in that area a-nd 
grow some hogs, and G randfather 
thought he would move the rh u ­ 
barb. He stuck a plow into the 
patch, and passed back and forth 
a num ber of times. This broke up 
the roots, and G randfather got a

of 
them. 
Some 
were 
good-sized 
chunks, 
some 
were slivers, but the nature of 
rhubarb is such that all the pieces 
he gathered up w ere potential. 
Then he struck the plow in at 
the northw est corner of the pas­ 
ture, and plowed a furrow down 
along the rock wrall to the n o rth ­ 
east corner, giving him about a 
half mile. He laid his rhubarb 
roots in this furrow, spaced about 
a foot apart, and turned the fu r­ 
row' back over them, after which 
he w ent away. 
Later they found that the root­ 
ing pigs didn’t hurt the original 
stand of rhubarb a t all. T here 
were enough shards left in the 
ground so a new set of plants came 
up, 
and 
the 
pigs 
worked 
the 
ground over to foster them nicely.

the original plot was as thrifty 
and splendid as ever. There w as 
also a half-m ile of rhubarb in the 
pasture. 
The 
rhubarb 
in 
the 
pasture 
didn’t have the barn-side impetus, 
however, and after a few years it 
dwindled. The shoots would come 
up about two inches, and the leav­ 
es would be the size of peapods. 
They didn’t look like much, and 
unless you 
knew 
rhubarb 
was 
there you w ouldn’t have seen it. 
But all the plants lived, and re ­ 
mained alive for about 25 years 
that I know about. 
After that came the fire, w hen 
wc lost the buildings, and several 
years of interval, and then the 
new house, and what with one 
thing and another nobody thought 
much about rhubarb. When I did 
think of it, I fixed up a kindly 
and handy spot, and then took a 
shovel and walked up into the 
pasture. I dug up as much as I 
thought w e’d need, and I brought 
it down to transplant near the 
house. 
The next spring it burst forth, 
and became as big hs ever. We 
had our pies and sauce, and cele­ 
brated the season, and w e’ve done 
the same every spring since. I 
can’t say that the trick of raising 
rhubarb calls for a column and a 
half in the Sunday paper. 
One year we set a barrel over 
rhubarb plant. Both ends had 
been knocked out, and the rh u ­ 
barb had to grow up through the 
barrel to get the sun. This it did, 
and we had sticks of rhubarb four 
feet long. That prompted a boy 
down the road to grow' rhubarb 
through seven lengths of stove­ 
pipe, which he did w ithout bene­ 
fit of Sunday reading. The busi­ 
ness of growing rhubarb depends 
mostly on the nutrim ents in the 
soil you grow it in. The rhubarb 
itself w’ill do all the rest 
Of late years I think rhubarb 
is getting less and less play. This 
isn’t so much a m atter of taste as 
it is a reflection on our life and 
times. Today the palates of the 
nation have total, v ear-’round e x ­ 
periences. You can have straw ­ 
berries anytime, and so forth. The 
mouth-tw isty flavor of rhubarb is 
assessed by itself, alone, and has 
no overtones of season. 
But people who grew up in re­ 
moter 
areas, 
back 
w hen 
high­ 
speed fruit dispatch was uncom ­ 
mon and frozen goodies were u n ­ 
known, look upon rhubarb differ­ 
ently. They rem em ber the dreary 
days from m id-January to May, 
w’hen pie tim ber was scarce.

I am one of these rash and un­ 
inhibited folks who come right out 
in so many words and admit that 
rhubarb is a boon. I find it a wel­ 
come introduction to spring, after 
a tough winter, and a symbol. 
This Sunday Supplement arti­ 
cle goes to fine details, and might 
frighten away a possible enthu­ 
siast, making him think growing 
rhubarb was too much work, too 
intricate a job, and calling for in­ 
dustry beyond the expectable re­ 
turn. This is not quite so. Rhu­ 
barb is a tough bird, and once es­ 
tablished it hangs on. To coin an 
expression, it is a great feeder, 
and if you provide it with the 
proper incentive it will thrust it­ 
self up in the warming morning 
to gladden all hearts. 
I can see how rhubarb makes 
a suitable topic for a paean such 
as this, but I don’t think the cul­ 
tural facts relating to its produc­ 
tion call for literary effort by the 
more 
prosaic 
farm 
editor. 
He 
should confine himself to rust on 
oats, how to de-sucker sweet corn, 
hybridization of okra, and things 
like that. Growing rhubarb is too 
simple. In fact, growing rhubarb 
is a matter of standing back and 
I letting it grow. Except for horse­ 
radish, burdocks, and bamboo, I 
know’ of nothing quite so easy. 
Long years ago the rhubarb 
patch here was located in the lee 
I of the big barn, down hill. This 
location was ideal, for reasons of 
drainage, and the rhubarb came 
j quickly in the spring and grew to 
I enormous size. One year they de­ 
cided to fence in that area a-nd 


j grow some hogs, and Grandfather 
j thought he would move the rhu- 
' barb. He stuck a plow into the 
patch, and passed back and forth 
I a number of times. This broke up 
the roots, and Grandfather got a 
whole cartload of them. Some 
were 
good-sized 
chunks, 
some 
w’ere slivers, but the nature of 
rhubarb is such that all the pieces 
he gathered up were potential. 
Then he struck the plow in at 
the northw’est corner of the pas­ 
ture, and plow’ed a furrow down 
along the rock wall to the north­ 
east corner, giving him about a 
half mile. He laid his rhubarb 
roots in this furrow, spaced about 
a foot apart, and turned the fur­ 
row back over them, after which 
he w’ent away. 
Later they found that the root­ 
ing pigs didn’t hurt the original 
stand of rhubarb at all. There 
were enough shards left in the 
ground so a new set of plants came 
up, and the 
pigs 
w’orked the 
ground over to foster them nicely. 


cs would be the size of peapods. 
They didn’t look like much, and 
unless you knew rhubarb w’as 
there you wouldn’t have seen it. 
But all the plants lived, and re­ 
mained alive for about 25 years 
that I know’ about. 
After that came the fire, when 
we lost the buildings, and several 
years of interval, and then the 
new house, and what with one 
thing and another nobody thought 
much about rhubarb. When I did 
think of it, I fixed up a kindly 
and handy spot, and then took a 
shovel and walked up into the 
pasture. I dug up as much as I 
thought we’d need, and I brought 
it down to transplant near the 
house. 
The next spring it burst forth, 
arid became as big as ever. We 
had our pies and sauce, and cele­ 
brated the season, and w’e’ve done 
the same every spring since. I 
can’t say that the trick of raising 
rhubarb calls for a column and a 
half in the Sunday paper. 
One year we set a barrel over 
a rhubarb plant. Both ends had 
been knocked out, and the rhu­ 
barb had to grow’ up through the 
barrel to get the sun. This it did, 
and we had sticks of rhubarb four 
feet long. That prompted a boy 
down the road to grow’ rhubarb 
through seven lengths of stove­ 
pipe, which he did without bene­ 
fit of Sunday reading. The busi­ 
ness of growing rhubarb depends 
mostly on the nutriments in the 
soil you grow it in. The rhubarb 
itself will do all the rest. 
Of late years I think rhubarb 
is getting less and less play. This 
isn’t so much a matter of taste as 
it is a reflection on our life and 
times. Today the palates of the 
nation have total, vear-’round ex­ 
periences. You can have straw­ 
berries anytime, and so forth. The 
mouth-twisty flavor of rhubarb is 
assessed by itself, alone, and has 
no overtones of season. 
But people who grew up in re­ 
moter areas, back when high­ 
speed fruit dispatch was uncom­ 
mon and frozen goodies were un­ 
known, look upon rhubarb differ­ 
ently. They remember the dreary j 
days from mid-January to May, j 
when pie timber was scarce.
